- Eagle Cent (1856) by. ‘Longacre after €. Gobrecht. The original 
design:was introduced i in 1907 and executed in high relief. This was 
“modified later in 1907 by lowering the relief; a modification accom- — 
- plished by Charles Barber, the Chief Engraver of:the Mint, with 
“the help of Henry Hering, who afitigs ace worked with: Saint: 
Gaudens. ‘ 


The dbverse design of the Eagle was, to’some dere: tetas of 
President Roosevelt, for he had suggested the-use of the head of 
Liberty with-a feathered head-dress. The reverse displays: the... 
eagle which was used on the Inaugural Medal of 1905. It is likely 
thatthe eagle was inspired originally by the Tetradrachm of the 
Ptolemies of Ancient Egypt, circa 2nd Century B.C.

Diego, California.

Stack’s placed theset on public exhibition forthe first time at the 
1956 American Numismatic Association Convention in Chicago, 
‘where it created tremendous interest and won the Blue Ribbon 
“Award for “Excellency of Exhibit’. Following that premier show- 
ing it was sold by private treaty, remaining in the possession of 
one family for the past quarter century.
